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SILVER  COINAGE  OF  THE  1970’s?

By  1970  there  will  be  very  few  silver  coins  being  minted  and  issued  for  general 
circulation  and  by  1975  unless  the  international  economic  situation  improves  silver 
coins  may  be  as  much  a  part  of  the  past  as  gold  coins  have  been  since  the  1914-1918 
war.  One  result  of  President  DeGaulle’s  attempts  to  destroy  the  International 
Monetary  Fund’s  Gold  Standard  based  on  a  fixed  Dollar  price  of  gold  has  been  a  keen 
demand  not  only  for  gold  but  for  silver  as  well,  forcing  up  the  price  of  both  metals 
and  creating  a  shortage.  Whether  the  remedial  measures  which  have  been  taken  will 
prove  permanently  successful  or  whether  they  have  merely  given  the  World’s 
bankers  a  respite  remains  to  be  seen.  At  the  same  time  the  population  of  the  world 
is  increasing  and  so  is  the  velocity  of  trade  and  so  more  and  more  coins  are  needed. 
The  result  is  that  a  number  of  countries  have  already  been  forced  to  abandon  silver 
coins  and  replace  them  with  cupro-nickel  or  some  other  base  metal  alloy.  The  fact 
that  such  debasement  of  the  coinage  preceded  the  decline  of  the  Roman  Empire  in 
earlier  times  will  not  escape  unnoticed  amongst  numismatists.  The  following  table 
of  post  1939-1945  war  debasement  of  silver  coins  or  abandonment  of  silver  denomina¬ 
tions  altogether  does  not  make  pleasant  reading :

From  the  above  list  it  will  be  seen  that  all  the  major  countries  of  the  world,  in¬ 
cluding  the  U.S.S.R.,  the  U.S.A.  and  the  U.K.  have  abandoned  silver  coins  for 
general  circulation  and  that  even  Switzerland  whose  currency  had  been  virtually 
unchanged  since  1850  has  been  reluctantly  led  to  the  same  action.  Many  countries 
lost  their  silver  coins  as  a  result  of  the  1914-1918  war  and  others  have  discontinued 
them  as  part  of  their  conversion  to  a  decimal  currency.  Australia  for  example  prior 
to  decimalisation  in  1966  had  four  denominations  in  silver,  florin,  shilling,  sixpence 
and  threepence,  the  first  three  now  replaced  exactly  by  the  nickel  20,  10  and  5  cents. 
The  only  silver  coin  now  is  the  new  50  cent  piece  or  half  dollar  which  is  only  about 
the  size  of  a  British  half-crown  but  worth  almost  five  shillings.  South  Africa  is  another 
country  which  abandoned  silver  coins,  six  denominations  in  all,  as  part  of  the  process 
of  decimalisation. 

What  hope  then  is  there  for  any  silver  coins  in  the  1970’s  other  than  as  non¬ 
circulating  commemorative  coins  or  commemorative  medals  masquerading  as  coins 
for  the  “benefit”  of  collectors.  The  best  chance  is  really  the  issue  of  prestige  coins  of 
relatively  high  value  whose  silver  content  is  so  much  smaller  than  the  face  value  that 
no  forseeable  rise  in  the  price  of  silver  could  make  them  uneconomic  to  mint  or  place 
them  in  danger  of  being  melted  down  for  their  bullion  value  by  the  more  unscrupulous 
members  of  the  public. 

Some  such  coins  have  already  been  issued  and  in  the  last  ten  years  they  have  been 
showing  signs  of  popularity  but  it  is  still  rather  too  early  to  judge  whether  they  will 
establish  themselves  as  part  of  the  regular  currency  pattern.  This  will  probably  | 
depend  on  whether  they  are  hoarded  or  allowed  to  circulate  freely.  It  will  be  most 
interesting  to  watch  the  progress  of  the  following  coins  during  the  next  few  years :

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In  addition  to  these  there  are  the  few  older  silver  coins  which  are  still  surviving 
although  usually  reduced  in  either  size  or  fineness  of  alloy :

Reduced  from  90%  silver  to  40%  silver  in 
1942.  In  1968  the  companion  2  Kronor 
appeared  in  Cupro-nickel  but  the  Krona 
itself  was  still  being  minted  in  40%  silver. 

1801/1892  U.S.A. 

Reduced  in  1965  to  a  low  silver  content 
alloy  in  the  form  of  a  sandwich. 

As  from  1971  the  four  British  Maundy  coins  will  be  counted  as  newpence  giving  them  an 
equivalent  value  in  the  present  pence  of  Fourpence  (9-6d),  Threepence  (7-2d),  Twopence  (4-8d) 
and  Penny  (2-4d). 

In  attempting  to  forecast  the  coins  most  likely  to  survive  as  silver  denominations 
into  the  mid  1970’s  we  have  to  take  into  account  the  strength  of  the  economy  of  the 
issuing  nation  and  the  relative  value  of  the  coin  in  sterling.  The  following  are  tenta¬ 
tively  suggested  as  having  the  best  chance  of  survival:

1  At  the  end  of  the  1939-1945  war  Russian  Rouble  and  50  Kopeck  coins  were  technically  still 
silver  although  none  had  been  issued  since  1931,  paper  money  being  used  instead.  The  three 
lower  denominations  have  been  cupro-nickel  since  1931. 

2  By  the  U.S.  Coinage  Act  of  1965  Quarters  and  Dimes  are  now  made  of  three  layers  of  metal 
bonded  together.  The  centre  is  pure  copper  and  the  outer  layers  are  an  alloy  of  copper  and 
nickel.  The  50  cent  piece  (half  dollar)  is  now  made  of  three  layers  of  silver-copper  alloy,  the 
centre  having  a  lower  percentage  of  silver  than  the  outer  layers.  No  silver  dollars  have  been 
minted  since  1935. 

3  When  Great  Britain  devalued  the  pound  in  1967  New  Zealand  devalued  her  currency 
and  made  it  the  equivalent  of  the  Australian  currency.  It  is  however  significant  that  New 
Zealand  issues  her  half-dollar  or  50  cents  in  cupro-nickel  whereas  Australia’s  is  silver  and 
it  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  New  Zealand  has  a  cupro-nickel  dollar  whereas  Australia  has 
so  far  only  a  note  for  that  denomination. 

THE  DENNINGTON  FORGERIES. 

On  the  9th  of  July  there  ended  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court  a  trial  which  had 
lasted  four  weeks,  and  which  resulted  in  33-year-old  Anthony  Dennington  being 
found  guilty  on  six  charges  of  “causing  persons  to  pay  money  by  falsely  pretending 
that  they  were  buying  genuine  antique  coins”  {Times,  10  July,  1969). 

Our  readers  will  recall  that  in  our  Bulletin  for  October  1968  we  had  given  a 
warning  of  four  gold  and  four  silver  counterfeit  coins  which  we  had  observed  at 
various  auction  sales  in  London  and  other  places.  Following  the  discovery  by  the 
police  of  counterfeiting  equipment  at  Dennington’s  flat  we  were  invited  to  examine 
all  the  coins  and  apparatus  at  New  Scotland  Yard. 

In  view  of  some  of  the  rather  sensational  reports  which  appeared  in  the  press, 
where  mention  was  made  of  “2,000  coins,  500  moulds  and  forgeries  of  38  coins 
issued  during  15  reigns  from  William  I  to  George  III”,  we  feel  that  a  full  list  of  the 
counterfeits  should  be  published.  We  hope  that  at  a  later  date  these  can  be  illustrated. 
Despite  various  reports  it  is  unlikely  that  Dennington  tried  to  dispose  of  more  than 
a  few  pieces  of  each  coin ;  he  was  not  unintelligent  and  would  have  been  unlikely  to 
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have  flooded  the  market  with  any  one  coin.  It  is  likely  that  most  of  the  counterfeits 
found  at  the  flat  were  pieces  he  had  rejected  as  not  being  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard 
for  sale.

The  great  bulk  of  the  coins  found  at  Dennington’s  flat  was  a  collection  of  genuine 
coins.  The  reproductions  are  of  a  fairly  high  standard,  and  we  repeat  what  we 
observed  in  October — minute  raised  specks  are  sometimes  visible  on  the  surfaces; 
the  edges  are  not  good,  having  been  filed  down  and  polished;  and,  in  the  case  of  the 
gold,  some  reproductions  have  a  burnt  or  burnished  appearance. 
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Having  been  warned,  the  experienced  collector  is  not  likely  to  have  undue 
difficulty  in  detecting  any  of  the  above  pieces  (if  there  are  any  more  undiscovered). 
The  inexperienced  collector  is  advised  to  obtain  the  help  of  an  expert,  or  to  purchase 
rare  coins  only  from  sources  in  which  he  can  have  full  confidence. 

Needless  to  say,  any  coin  or  medal  sold  by  this  Company  is  guaranteed  genuine. 
In  the  forty-three  years  in  which  we  have  been  in  business,  on  the  very  few  occasions 
when  doubt  has  been  cast  on  the  authenticity  of  a  coin  we  had  sold,  we  have  always 
taken  the  coin  back  and  re-imbursed  the  purchaser. 


THE  TWO  MARY  GROATS.

Mary  came  to  the  throne  in  1553  in  a  blaze  of  popularity.  The  real  ruler  of 
England  during  the  last  years  of  the  boy-king  Edward  VI  had  been  John  Dudley, 
Duke  of  Northumberland,  who  despite  an  outward  show  of  devoted  Protestantism 
was  self-seeking  and  corrupt.  The  nine-day  rule  of  Lady  Jane  Gray  was  an  attempt 
by  Northumberland  after  Edward  Vi’s  death  to  retain  the  power  of  England,  for 
Lady  Jane  was  his  own  daughter-in-law. 

England,  however,  refused  to  see  Henry  VIII’s  daughters,  Mary  and  Elizabeth, 
put  aside  for  the  sake  of  a  man  they  hated  and  despised. 

Alary’s  reign  began  with  immense  popular  enthusiasm.  The  Protestantism  of  the 
hypocrite  Northumberland  had  made  itself  unpopular;  but  this  was  only  on  the 
surface,  for  the  common  people  were  by  now  Protestant  at  heart. 

Mary  thought  the  enthusiasm  for  herself  was  enthusiasm  for  her  religion  too, 
which  it  was  not.  She  was  a  very  sincere  Roman  Catholic  but  unlike  her  father, 
Henry  VIII,  and  her  sister,  Elizabeth,  she  was  never  in  tune  with  the  real  feelings 
of  her  people.  She  set  aside  the  legend  traditional  on  the  groat  since  Edward  III, 
“Posui  Dominum  Adintorem  Meum”,  “I  have  placed  the  Lord  as  my  Helper”, 
instead  using  the  definitely  Roman  Catholic  “Counter-reformation”  slogan,  “Veritas 
Temporis  Filia”,  “the  Truth  the  daughter  of  the  time”. 

In  January  1554  Mary,  in  fiat  disregard  of  her  people’s  wishes  entered  into  a 
marriage  treaty  with  Philip,  prince,  and  future  king,  of  Spain.  In  the  same  month, 
only  six  months  after  the  extreme  popularity  of  her  accession,  Sir  Thomas  Wyatt, 
protesting  against  her  Spanish  marriage,  led  a  dangerous  revolt.  The  Queen  did  not 
see  the  danger  signal,  but  brought  to  England  two  most  unpopular  things,  her 
bigoted  Roman  Catholicism  with  death  at  the  stake  for  three  hundred  Protestants 
in  her  last  four  years  of  rule,  and  Philip  of  Spain  as  King  of  England. 
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The  “pre-marriage”  groat  gives  us,  as  we  have  seen,  a  Counter-Reformation  text 
on  its  reverse;  it  also  points  ahead  to  Spain,  because  the  pomegranate  mintmark 
was  the  personal  badge  of  her  mother,  Catherine  of  Aragon. 

The  second  groat,  with  Philip’s  title,  comes  in  two  varieties,  one  contracted,  the 
other  uncontracted;  although  I  have  not  yet  seen  a  note  of  this  in  any  catalogue.  I  feel 
that  we  can  say  that  these  two  groats  of  Mary  give  the  key  to  her  reign,  perhaps  the 
most  interesting  “pair”  of  any  English  coins. 


YEMEN’S  EARLY  COINAGE  OF  IMAM  YAHYA.

In  1962  Major  Fred  Pridmore  wrote  a  very  informative  paper  which  appeared 
as  a  series  in  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin  entitled  “The  Modern  Coins  of  the 
Mutawakkilite  Kingdom  of  the  Yemen”.  Major  Pridmore  outlined  the  history  of  the 
Yemen  and  the  coinage  starting  with  Imam  and  King  Yahya  Bin  Mohammad  and 
his  son  Ahmed. 

We  are  told  that  prior  to  the  capture  of  the  Yemen  capital  city  of  San’a  by  the 
Turks  in  1872,  that  the  different  Imams  of  San’a  maintained  a  mint  in  that  city,  and 
struck  distinctive  coinage.  With  the  recapture  of  San’a  by  the  Turks,  the  mint  was 
captured,  and  the  Imam  also  lost  his  right  to  mint  coinage  which  is  the  sovereign 
right  of  most  rulers.  It  was  not  until  the  Moslem  year  1322  (beginning  March  18, 
1904)  that  Yahya  returned  to  and  captured  San’a  and  resumed  his  title  as  civil  and 
spiritual  ruler  of  the  Yemen. 

It  will  be  noticed  on  all  of  the  later  issues  of  Yahya  coinage  that  the  beginning 
of  his  reign  is  shown  on  the  coinage  as  1322  a.h.  as  well  as  the  date  which  an  in¬ 
dividual  coin  has  been  struck.  This  year  1322  is  the  date  which  Yahya  maintains  as 
the  start  of  his  reign  of  his  country  from  San’a. 

The  Turks  re-occupied  the  capital  again  in  September  1905  and  Imam  Yahya 
retired  to  a  stronghold  at  Shahara.  Pridmore  states  that  Yahya’s  first  coinage  was 
probably  struck  at  Shahara  before  September  1905. 

Recently  I  purchased  a  large  lot  of  coins  of  Tarim ,  Ghurfah ,  East  Africa  and 
Yemen  from  a  merchant  in  Aden.  In  this  lot  of  coins  was  noticed  a  very  rare  small 
thin  silver  coin,  which  had  not  been  listed  before  for  Yemen.  This  coin  was  the 
evasive  piece  mentioned  by  Pridmore.

This  coin  is  shown  reconstructed  in  the  drawing  above  and  shows  some  of  the 
fine  details  which  are  not  visible  in  the  photograph  which  is  shown  in  Yeoman, 
page  495,  “A  Catalog  of  Modern  World  Coins” — 8th  Ed.  On  one  side  is  the  Arabic 
inscription  Almansur  Billah  which  means  “The  victorious  by  the  will  of  God”. 
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The  reverse  side  of  the  coin  is  inscribed  in  Arabic  Abdullah  which  means  “Servant 
of  God”.  The  date  1321  a.h.  (iVlarch  30,  1903  to  March  18,  1904)  is  shown  in 
Arabic  numbers.  This  coin  is  no  doubt  the  issues  of  Yahya  bin  Mohammed  before 
his  capture  of  San’a,  which  has  been  mentioned  by  Pridmore. 

This  rare  and  interesting  coin  is  now  listed  in  the  latest  issue  of  “A  Catalog  of 
Modern  World  Coins”  as  Y-Al. 

THE  EUREKA  STOCKADE. 

3rd  December,  1854.

The  imperial  troops  engaged  in  the  action  at  the  Eureka  Stockade  on  the  3rd 
December,  1854,  consisted  of  men  from  the  1  /12th  Regiment  and  the  40th  Regiment 
who  were  based  on  Melbourne  and  detached  from  Ballarrat. 

The  action  was  against  the  miners  working  in  the  Australian  gold  field  known  as 
“Eureka”.  The  Governor  had  ordered  that  the  cost  of  licences  to  dig  should  be 
raised  very  considerably  as  the  income  of  the  State  was  insufficient  to  meet  all  the 
expenses  and  this,  added  to  a  natural  hatred  of  the  English  by  a  section  of  the 
miners,  started  the  trouble. 

The  action  at  Eureka  is  the  only  occasion  when  the  imperial  troops  took  up  arms 
against  the  Australians — no  medal  was  given,  but  as  both  the  l/12th  and  the  40th 
Regiments  were  to  serve  later  in  New  Zealand  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  number 
of  the  officers  and  men  who  were  called  on  to  fire  on  the  miners  at  Eureka,  later  earned 
the  medal  for  New  Zealand. 

A  check  of  the  musters  shows  that  2  officers  and  144  other  ranks  of  the  l/12th 
Regiment  and  4  officers  and  60  other  ranks  of  the  40th  Regiment  proceeded  to 
Ballarat  and  that  1  officer  and  3  men  of  the  40th  Regiment  died  in  action  or  of  wounds. 

Of  the  1  /12th  Regiment  one  officer  and  25  men  who  had  been  in  action  at  Eureka 
earned  the  New  Zealand  medal  with  the  date  1860-1866.  Of  the  40th  Regiment  2 
officers  and  18  other  ranks  received  the  New  Zealand  medal  with  various  dates. 

Should  anyone  wish  to  read  the  account  of  the  action  there  are  a  number  of  books : 
The  Irish  at  Eureka  (1954),  C.  H.  Currey,  The  Eureka  Stockade  (1963),  evidence  by 
Carboni  Raffaello  who  was  present  at  the  action,  and  pages  347  and  354  of  the 
Official  History  of  the  40th  Regiment. 

While  to  those  pursuing  the  peaceful  occupation  of  medal  collecting  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  medal  for  Eureka  may  cause  a  lack  of  interest,  but  should  any  of  these 
collectors  have  a  medal  for  New  Zealand  to  either  the  l/12th  Regiment  or  the  40th 
Regiment  this  medal  may  be  made  of  greater  interest  by  the  fact  that  the  man  to 
whom  it  was  awarded  was  one  of  those  who  fought  in  the  only  action  in  Australia 
against  the  Australians,  despite  the  fact  that  the  Australian  enemy  was  composed  of 
Irish  men  with  memories  of  Vinegar  Hill  and  men  from  most  of  the  countries  of 
Europe,  and  even  some  from  the  New  World. 

Finally  it  is  a  strange  world  when  one  realizes  that  the  leader  of  the  revolt  at 
Eureka,  although  wounded,  lived  to  become  the  Speaker  of  the  House  at  Melbourne 
and  on  retiring  to  refuse  a  Knighthood  but  accept  a  grant  of  £4,000.  He  died  in  1889.

Here  at  last  is  a  fine  reference  volume  which  meets  the  long  standing  need  for  a  compre¬ 
hensive  and  well  illustrated  catalogue  of  Ottoman  coins  and  which  should  stimulate  a  new

interest  in  this  important  series.  It  is  a  worthy  successor  to  the  earlier  Turkish  catalogues  of 
Ottoman  coins:  Khalil  Edhem’s  Meskukat-i  ‘‘Osmanlve  (Part  6  of  Mtize-yu  Humayun) 

published  in  1916  and  |E.  Isma’il  Ghalib’s  Taqvim-i  Meskiikat-i  ‘Osmdniye  which  preceded  it 

in  1890.  Both  these  volumes  were  well  illustrated  but  with  the  text  in  Arabic  script  which 
limited  the  readership.  However  the  standard  work  in  use,  published  for  Western  readers, 
entitled  The  Coins  of  the  Turks ,  in  the  British  Museum  by  Stanley  Lane-Poole  which  appeared 
in  1883  has  been  the  main  source  of  reference  until  now. 

Mr.  Pere  has  presented  a  study  which  is  certainly  comprehensive,  covering  the  entire  range 
of  Ottoman  coinage  during  the  623  years  from  the  first  issues  of  Osman  (1299-1324)  to  Mehmed 
VI  who  was  deposed  in  1922  A.D.  Its  contents  form  the  nucleus  of  the  unique  collection  of 
Islamic  coins  assembled  under  his  directorship,  by  the  Yapi  ve  Kredi  Bankasi  in  Istanbul. 

There  are  1079  coins  and  78  medals  catalogued  in  310  pages  and  all  are  illustrated  in  a 
special  section  of  88  magnificent  photogravure  plates  at  the  end  of  the  catalogue.  Each  coin 
is  described  by  metal,  denomination,  obverse  and  reverse  designs  and  inscriptions,  diameter 
and  weight.  The  catalogue  is  arranged  in  36  basic  chapters,  each  being  devoted  to  the  coin 
issues  of  a  specific  ruler.  The  text  is  in  Turkish,  apart  from  a  brief  resume  in  English,  and  in 
the  first  forty  pages  are  useful  tables  listing  the  36  sultans  with  dates  of  reign,  the  90  mints 
which  have  struck  Ottoman  coins,  a  bibliography,  Arabic  inscriptions  on  the  coins  with  trans¬ 
literation  and  Turkish  translation,  Arabic  numerals  on  the  coins,  symbols  on  the  coins  (which 
refer  to  the  329  designs  drawn  especially  for  this  volume  to  aid  in  the  identification  of  the 
manghirs  issued  by  22  Sultans,  contained  on  8  additional  plates  at  the  end  of  the  book),  and 
system  of  weights  and  alloys,  all  of  which  can  be  understood  by  the  non-Turkish  reader  fairly 
easily. 

In  this  book  the  range  of  15th  and  16th  century  coins  gives  a  more  complete  picture  of  the 
Ottoman  mint-network  than  do  the  catalogues  of  Edhem  and  Ghalib  or  Lane-Poole,  and  the 
fine  series  of  gold  coins  includes  many  rarities.  The  medals  illustrated  and  catalogued  were 
issued  by  countries  such  as  Great  Britain,  France  and  Russia  commemorating  events  connected 
with  the  Ottoman  Empire. 

There  are  surprisingly  few  misprints  in  this  carefully  produced  work.  An  Akge  of  Mehmed 
Celebi  number  “31”,  has  been  given  the  wrong  number  “34”  in  the  plate  number  three,  and  a 
40  para  coin  of  Abdul  Mecid  illustrated  on  plate  59  has  had  its  reverse  printed  in  reverse.  There 
are  some  omissions  due  to  the  fact  that  they  are  not  in  the  bank’s  collection,  such  as  the 
illustration  for  Suleyman  1 1  “zolota”  (number  315  in  Davenport’s  new  book),  and  this  reviewer 
would  like  to  have  seen  listings  of  year  dates  held  in  the  collection  with  a  note  on  their  rarity, 
especially  for  the  last  ten  Sultans’  silver  coinage.  Regarding  the  copper  coinage,  Valentine’s 
book  will  still  be  essential  for  the  collector. 

This  is  the  most  important  book  yet  published  in  any  language  on  Ottoman  coinage,  and 
will  become  the  standard  reference  book  on  the  series.  A  “must”  for  all  libraries  with 
numismatic  book  collections. — Kenneth  MacKenzie.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  ordinary  meeting  held  on 
20  May,  1969,  Mr.  D.  F.  Allen,  President,  announced 
that  Council  had  unanimously  approved  the  award  of 
the  Society’s  medal  to  Mr.  Christopher  E.  Blunt. 

M.  Jacques  Yvon  read  a  paper  on  “Western  Silver 
Coinage  in  Syria  in  the  Fourteenth  and  Fifteenth 
Centuries”.  The  composition  of  several  finds  of  coins 
from  various  parts  of  medieval  Syria  reveals  a  monetary 
circulation  of  western  silver  during  the  fourteenth 
century  and  the  beginning  of  the  fifteenth.  Apart  from 
a  few  gillati  of  Robert  d’Anjou  and  imitations  of  them, 
and  a  few  groats  of  Cyprus,  the  finds  are  composed 


mostly  of  French  gros  tournois  of  Louis  IX,  Philip  III, 
IV  and  V,  and  of  Venetain  grossi  or  matapans. 

Of  these  coins,  the  most  numerous  class  in  the  finds, 
the  matapans  of  Andrea  Contarini  (1369-1382),  Antonio 
Venerio  (1382-1400)  and  of  Michele  Steno  (1400-1413), 
forms  the  major  part.  The  hoard  of  Tiberias  and  the  site- 
finds  of  the  Danish  excavations  at  Hama  confirm  the 
circulation  of  these  Venetian  grossi  in  Syria  together 
with  Mamluk  dirhems.  The  preponderance  of  the 
matapans  of  these  three  Doges  is  not  surprising,  for  at 
this  time  relations  of  Venice  with  Egypt  and  Syria  were 
renewed  and  strengthened.  An  additional  reason  for 
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the  presence  of  these  coins  is  the  lack  of  the  Mamluk 
coinage  in  these  years. 

The  absence  of  any  Venetian  grossi  later  than  the 
reign  of  the  Doge  Michele  Steno  (1400-1413)  may  be 
due  to  such  events  as  the  entrance  of  Timur  into  Syria 
in  1400  or  the  attempts  by  Marshal  Boucicaut  in  1403 
to  land  on  the  Syrian  coast  at  Tripoli,  Beirut  and  Sidon. 
The  cessation  of  the  demand  for  Venetian  grossi  in  the 
Syrian  markets  may  be  connected  with  the  issue  of  a 
new  gold  coin  by  the  Sultan  Faraj  in  1407  and  the 
raising  of  the  ratio  of  gold  to  silver  to  14  to  1.  Moreover 
the  good  alloy  of  the  new  dirham  struck  by  the  Sultan 
A1  Mu'ayyad  Shaitch  in  1414  was  maintained  by  his 
successors. 

It  is  very  likely  that  the  coins  of  Michele  Steno  and 
the  earlier  silver  coins  which  were  in  circulation  in  1414 
had  been  decried.  That  would  explain  why  most  of  the 
coins  from  the  various  finds  are  pierced  or  mounted. 
They  were  no  more  than  jewels.  In  the  Tripoli  find,  in 
addition  to  the  coins,  there  were  one  frontlet,  two 
bracelets  and  a  little  bowl  in  which  the  coins  and  objects 
had  been  buried.  Maqrizi  reports  another  example  in  a 
similar  but  earlier  circumstance.  The  coins  were 
considered  as  jewels  and  sold  in  the  bazaars  as  hiradj 
pendants  used  for  women’s  head  ornaments.
